TEXAS NOOSE AGAIN

MEASURE WOULD MAKE

AUSTIN, May 12— (.?•>— The house 
' today passed on second reading an- 


oother bill attacked by labor mem- 
bers as "vicious and restrictive," 
and was told that the big depart- 
mental appropriation bill will be 
ready for consideration tomorrow. 


By a vote of 80 ayes to 42 noes, 
It advanced to third reading Sen. 
Ben Ramsey's bill putting 
labor 


unions under terms of the state's 
anti-trust laws. Rep. Marshall O. 
Bel] of San Antonio, who sponsored 
the measure In the house, did not 
•press for immediate final passage 
which would have required a four- 
fifths majority. 


Bell Supports Bill. 


Bell, advocating the bill, said the 
state had had such a law from 
1895 to 1911 and that it was design- 
ed to protect the working man 
and was & part ot "the little man's 
effort to survive 
In a 
chaotic 
world." 


Rep. Roger Q. Evans of Denlson 
told the house in opposition that 
the bill was just another in a se- 
ries of "vicious anti-labor laws to 
destroy wage standards" passed by 
the current session. He said one 
or more electricians agreeing in 
their refusal to install sub-standard 
equipment In a house would be sub-

CASE OF NEGRO WHO 
WANTS IN U. OFT. 
ON TRIAL THIRD TIME 


AUSTIN, Muy 12.— (O>)— The case 


of Heman Marion Sweatt, Houston 
negro who is seeking to force ad- 
mission as a law student to the 
University of Texas, was delayed 
until late today after 
Sweatt's 
lawyers requested time to study 
the state's new arguments. 


As the retrial began in 126th 
district court here, Attorney Gen- 
eral Price Daniel filed r.uw argu- 
ments why the. writ of mandamus 
requested by Sweatt should be de- 
nied. He also ashed the court to

from the evidence in tr.n case. 


Daniel Makes Answer. 
Daniel, referring to the allega- 


tion by Sweatt 
that the 14th 
amendment to thn United States 
constitution was violated when he 
was denied admission to the Uni- 
versity 
law 
school, wrote 
that 
"such amendment 
does not 
re- 


quire 'that educational facilities be 
be provided for white and negro 
student* in the same school." 


Daniel maintained that when a 
nagro student demands for the 
first time a particular course, the 
state has the constitutional right 
to provide within a reasonable time 
separate courses. 


Separate Courses Cited. 
"Separate courses and facilities 
have been provided for (Sweatt) 
end iuch provision does not con- 
stitute any violation of the 14th 
amendment," 
Daniel's 
argument 
said. 


Daniel also took exception to 


th« allegation in Sweatt's petition 
that It has been the custom of the 
university board of regents to re- 
quire separation of white and ne- 
gro students. 
The attorney general wrote that 


the refusal to admit Sweatt did 
not constitute a policy or custom 
since no other negro students have 
applied for admission.
